Straits Settlements dosire to impress upot 
Governor Oup that trade with badly govern. 
éd and somi-barbarons countries without pro- 
tection is an impossibility, aud that vast op- 
ortitnities must be lost for commerce between 
‘the Straits Nettlements and the neighbour. 
ingplacea,if the British Goveroment continue: 
to withhold all protection to the natives who 
are engaged in the traffic. ' 
ask'for ‘no special monopolies ‘or privileges. 
‘All they desire is, that the privileges of being 
Britich subjects may be upheld,.aod that due 
protection shall be afforded to them, They, 
say. that in many of the Malay States the
